Tus anthology of the Thirst of Man among all nations 
and in all times is a work of considerable interest and 
value to all students of social history, folk-lore, and 
civilization. 

Volume II is devoted entirely to the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and describes over seven hundred items. There is 
much information of bibliographical value, as well as 
interesting data about the authors and the contents of 
their books. The volume is illustrated with 114 re- 
productions (some in two colours) of title-pages and 
woodcuts from sixteenth-century books in the author’s 
own collection. 


Mr. Simon is not content with describing the six- 
teenth-century works on viticulture, the art of wine- 
making, table manners, drunkenness, decrees and 
regulations relating to the wine trade, but goes much 
farther; he has included numerous rules of health, 
medical books, treatises on agriculture, etc., from all 
of which he has extracted the wine interest. 





It is a noteworthy point that Volume II contains the 
descriptions of some 240 books which are not men- 
tioned in Vicaire’s Bibliographie Gastronomique, to which 
Bibliotheca Bacchica will form an important complement. 


The numerous reproductions of woodcuts give not 
only a vivid picture of sixteenth-century life, especially 
as relates to the vineyard, the table, the wine-cellar 
and the still-room, but also a valuable survey of book- 
illustration in the sixteenth century in France, Ger- 
many, Italy, and Switzerland. 


There are three very useful indexes which will be 
greatly appreciated by Collectors, Librarians, and 
Book-sellers: an alphabetical index of author’s names, 
a chronological index of dates of publication, and a 
geographical index of the various presses, supple- 
mented by an alphabetical list of printers and pub- 
lishers. 

The edition consists of 275 numbered copies only 
(of which 50 are reserved for France), offered at the 
price of £3 3s. 

It is intended that this volume should be followed 
by another, comprising books on wine printed after the 
year 1600 and before 1701. 


Some copies of Volume I (Jncunabula) are still avail- 
able at the published price of £4 4s.
